Farrow and his Indian Scouts.—The *Westor Weekly 
Leader, Oregon, gives glowing accounts of the recent cam- 
paign of 2d Lieut. E. 8. Farrow, 21st Inf., with about sixteen 
scouts in the Salmon River country, against a band of In- 
dians composed of Snakes, Sheep-Eaters, and Bannocks. The 
scout was a most successful one, and called upon Lieut. 
Farrow and his men for the utmost endurance and vigilance. 
He captured 51 prisoners. To quote from the Leader, “the 
credit and glory of this campaign belongs to Farrow and his 
faithful scouts, especially to Farrow for the masterly manner 
in which he conducted the expedition. He met the Indian on 
his own ground, met them as an Indian, fought them Indian 
fashion ; endured hunger, fatigue, and cold; subsisting for 
days on that which he captured from the hostiles. He had 
to fight for his breakfast, dinner, and supper, not being will- 
ing to be bothered with a long commissary. The people of 
Warrens appreciating Farrow’s efforts tendered him a purse, 
which he declined on the ground that he was doing but his 
duty.

Muutary Instevotion.—QG. O., D. East, Nov. 26, 
gives instructions locking to the energetic conduct of 
military instruction at posts in the Department. In the 
order, Major General Haneock expresses the opinion 
that ‘‘there has been, in some irstances, a lack of at- 
tention to the practical and theoretical instruction of the 
troops in the essential duties of their profession, and that 
this instruction has been too much subordinated to other 
and less important considergtions.

Inform Ouray that he will be 
received here with four or five Uncompahgre and three 
Southern Utes, and three White River Utes. Take care that

It will probably be desirable to have 
Jack here. Take possession of the prisoners, with a military 
guard, and convey them, in the first place, to Fort Leaven- 
worth.

EXCITING SOENE BEFORE THE UTE COMMISSION. 


Special despatches to the Denver (Colo.) Tribune from Los 
Pinos, dated . 6, represent that after Jack had declined 
to inform the Commissioners what Indians had been con- 
cerned jin the White River massacre, the Indians retired to 
Ouray’s house to debate what course to pursue. No Indians 
appeared at the agency till Saturday, but they seem to have 
been engaged at Quray’s in conducting the wildest dances 
and in making fiery speeches. A man was sent from the 
agency to Ouray’s with feed for the horses of the Indians, and 
discovered from the noise on the inajde that the Indians were 
greatly excited. Those that he saw were bedecked in feathers 
and war paint, and he was so frightened that he turned back 
and did not deliver the hay. 

On Saturday, at noon, the Utes came into the agency and 

took seats inside the agency building, Jack, Colorow, and 
twelve other White River Utes, and of course Quyray, were 
present. When the Indians and the Commissioners had taken 
seats Gen. Hatch addressed the Indians, setting forth the full 
demands of the Commissioners, their right to make the de- 
mands and the ience already exercised with the Utes. 
“To-day,” he aa is your last chance. We will wait no 
longer. We want your final answer, and we want no eva- 
sions.” The list of the Utes c ed by the agency women 
in taking part in the massacre was then read and the question 
put by General Hatch, ‘‘ Will you surrender the men whose 
names are in this paper to be tried, andif guilty punished, 
and if innocent acquitted ?” The question was put twice, and 
after a consultation evasive answers were returned both 
times. When the question was repeated the third time Ouray 
replied, without consulting the other Utes, “How do we 
know that these Indians you name were at White River at the 
time of the massacre, or, even if they were there, we do not 
know they were concerned in it. ese women mentioned 
names which came first to their lips, whether they know them 
to have been present or not. We cannot depend on what they 
.” *That.is what we depend on,” said Gen. Hatch. 
Gen. Adams then addressed the Indians, making a speech 
the Commissioners did not want to punish,Colorow, Jack, and 
others who took part in the Thornburgh fight, but the 
cowardly dogs who participated in massacre of the un- 
armed men at the agency, closing by saying, ‘‘ We want those 
Utes and we will haye them.”

We will 
bring those twelve men here for you to see, and then those 
whom you decide Le shall be taken to Washington and 
the President shall determine their guilt or innocence. 
Douglass will have to go; we know he was in the White 
River troubles, and you shall decide who else. Upon this 
condition and no other will we surrender the twelve men.” 
The chief spoke with great arrogance and boldness. 

Ouray added that it would require about a week to bring 
the men in. Gen. Hatch told him he accepted the proposi- 
tion as far as bringing the men in was concerned, but as 
for taking them to Washington, he would have first to tele- 
graph Secretary Schurz to get permission to do so before he

‘You three,” said Ouray (mean- 
ing Gens. Hatch and Adams and their legal adviser, Valois), 
** are all my enemies; I am one against three. You hate me, 
You are all Colorado or New Mexico men and a French 
devil. I have not one friend among you. You will not give 
me justice, and that is why I want to go to Washington, where 
I can have at least one friend.” 

THE OANADIAN INDIANS. 
The Indians across the Canadian border are reported 
to have become hungry and threatening, are coming in 
in large numbers to the mounted police stations and the 
settlements, demanding food and threatening to take it 
by force. At Prince Albert a number of Indians made 
a raid on the cattle of white settlers and carried them 
off. Capt. Herchmer, of the mounted police, with 20 
men, arrested three of the ring-leaders, and was convey- 
ing them to the police barracks at Shoal Lake, when a 
body of Indians, armed with Winchester rifles, stopped 
him at the ford and threatened to massacre every white 
in the district if the prisoners were not released. Herch- 
mer released them. 
Similar reports come from other quarters, and the set- 
tlers are organizing for protection, 








GENERAL CHARLES S. Meronant.—Death has been 
busy of late among our veterans. The muffled drums 
have hardly ceased beating their dismal roll for the 
gallant Hooker and Davis when we are called upon to 
chronicle the death of one of the oldest, and the oldest 
— of the Military Academy, officer of the United 
tates Army, Brevet Brig.-General Charles 8. Merchant, 
colonel on the retired list. Hediedat Carlisle, Pa,, where 
he had been for some time residing, on Dec. 6. He 
entered the Military Academy in 1812, was graduated in 
1814, and promoted to 3d lieutenant 1st U. 8. Artillery. 
He served in garrison in New York during the war with 
Great Britain of 1812-1815; promoted 2d lieutenant May 
1, 1814; ist lieutenant April 20, 1818. On the reorgani- 
zation of the Army in 1821 he was assigned as 1st lieu- 
tenant of the 2d U. S. Artillery, in which regiment he 
became captain Nov. 17, 1834. He received the brevet 
of captain April 20, 1828, “for ten years’ faithful ser- 
vice in one grade.” During all of those years he was 
on active service in almost every section of the country ; 
was in the Florida war in 1836-’7-’8, and on the northern 
frontier during the Canada border disturbances in 1838- 
’9. He served in command of Fort Brown, Tex., 
during the Mexican war; was promoted major 3d Artil- 
lery Feb. 14, 1849; lieutenant-colonel 3d Artillery June 
10, 1857, and colonel of the 4th Artillery Aug. 28, 1860. 
During the war of the Rebellion he served in command 
of Fort Washingten, Md., and of Fort Wood, Bedloe’s 
Island, N. Y. H. On the ist of August, 1863, he was 
retired from active service, ‘‘ having been borne on the 
Army Register more than 45 years,” but continued on 
Court-martial duty, etc., after that until about 1867. On 
the 13th of March, 1865, he received the brevet of 
brigadier-general ‘* for long and faithful services in the 
Army,” to which might well have been added, ‘‘ and to 
his country.” 
Of Gen. Merchant our correspondent Ebbitt says: 
** General Merchant’s life in the Army was an unevent- 
ful one. He took no active part in any of our wars 
having been employed dyring nearly the whole term of 
his service on the active list in garrison duties. He had 
at one time two sons in the Army and one in the Navy. 
His eldest son, Charles 8, Merchant, graduated in the 
class with Gen. Grant in 18438, and he served with dis- 
tinction in the Mexican war. He was severely wounded 
in New Mexico in 1850 in an engagement with the 
Comanches, and he never fully recovered his health 
afterwards. He died in 1855. Anderson, second son 
of the General, was appointed a 2d lieutenant in the 2d 
Artillery in 1847, and resigned as 1st lieutenant in 1861. 
General Merchant had several daughters, one of whom 
married Mr. Penrose of Carlisle, Pa., and another is the 
widow of the iate Lieut. Leslie Chase, 2d Artillery. 
General Merchant did not grow old. He was always 
old. We recollect him as the commanding officer at 
Fort Niagara forty years since, and we then thought 
him the oldest man in the world except General Bank- 
head, who was the colonel of the regiment, and in every 
hing except in years, the colonel was much the young- 
est man of the two.”

The Vallejo Chronicle says: ‘‘The ship-carpentering work 
on the Adams is nearing completion, wal a far as gone is 
considered by competent judges to be one of the most sub- 
stantial and economical pieces of work in that line which 
has been done in some time at the Navy-yard. The Adams 
arrived a few months ago from the Asiatic Station for re- 
pairs. A survey was held, and it was estimated that it would 
require $20,000 to place her in repair ; this was to include re- 
planking fourteen streaks of timber from the wales down, 
caulking, painting, and coppering. In tearing the ship to 
pieces it was found that other repairs were Sadly nected, 
such as putting in five more strakes of timber on each side 
of the ship, new mast coamings, spurketing, thick strakes, 
carlings, knees, deck plank, splicing two deck beams, and a 
number of minor jobs. The work has been so economically 
performed that but $2,000 additional will be required. This 
speaks volumes for the officers in charge and workmen 
employed, as it has often been said in tones of derision that 
a job could not be done as well or as cheaply at the Navy- 

ard as in an outside shop. Take for instance the Adams 

erself. She was built by contract at Boston, only four years 
ago, out of first-class timber furnished by the Government. 
It was considered the labor could be done cheaper by con- 
tract than have Navy-yard employees do the work. The 
consequence was that the ship was hurried in her construc- 
tion, the timbers and pleniing badly fastened, and the 
oakum driven in such a loose manner that it allowed the 
planks to check, or spread apart, in such a manner that the 
water soaked through and caused them to rot. This was 
one of the effects of letting the work out by contract.”

Commodore Law reports that the special ay riations of 
last year, $75,000, for stone dry dock at Mare Island, and 
$20,000 for repair of rope walk at Boston, have been ex- 
pended economically. a 

The amount for ‘‘repairs and preservation,” although ju- 
diciously and frugally a has proved inadequate for 
the 300 buildings, most of which are large and costly, and the 
wharves and docks call for constant expenditures. Store and 
ship houses, workshops, etc., are going to decay for the want 
of means to preserve them.

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MARINE CORPS. 


On June 30, 1879, there were 1,979 enlisted men in the 
Marine of whom 975 were on board ships in commis- 
sion, and 1,004 at the several shore stations. The recom- 
mendation of two years past for an increase in the number of 
privates is senaned, Having recently returned from a tour 
of inspection, the commandant, Col. Chas, G@. McCawley, is 
happy to state that he found the officers and enlisted men at 
the different posts well instructed, and presenting a very 
creditaole mili appearance. 

Repairs are being made at Portsmouth, Boston, Brooklyn, 
and Tass Island, which will make them more comfortable, 
At League Island the Antietam has been altered into very 
comfortable quarters for the enlisted men, and will answer 
all purposes at present. Much credit is due to the naval 
constructor at that station (Mr. Hichborn) for the excellent 
plans prepared by him, and the energy with which he pushed 
the work on the ship to prepare her in time. 

No improvements have been made at Washington yard, 
nor at Norfolk, for want of appropriations. 

The Wyandotte (hulk) at Annapolis having s the men 
were transferred to a shed on the wharf, no other p being 
available. No quarters have been built for officers anywhere, 
as no appropriations have been made. 

In the course of the present year, the number of officers 
will be probably reduced to that fixed by law. The recom- 
mendation of last year is renewed in reference to future 
appointments, and in view of the importance of the subject 
to the best interests of the Corps, the commandant trusts 
that the Department will make the recommendation to Con- 
gress. 

(This recommendation was the passage of an act requiring the 
examination of ofticers before promotion, in the same manner as in 
the Navy, and that when appointments are again made in the 

ie of 2d lieutenant they sy f be graduates of the Mili Aca- 

emy, with a due proportion of worthy non-commissioned officers, 

to be examined and promoted in the same manner as provided by 
a recent act for the Army.] 

The system of “instruction in rifle firing” lately issued to 
the Army has also been adopted in the Marine Corps, and the 
rapid improvement already made by officers and men is very 
satisfactory. During the past year, new arms of calibre .45 
have been issued to the troops, and the old ones withdrawn 
as fast as possible, 








BUREAU OF EQUIPMENT AND RECRUITING. 


The estimates of this bureau, Commodore Earl English, 
show an increase of $90,000 under pay, and $5,000 under 
contingent, to provide for enlistment, etc., of 750 apprentices 
and boys authorized by act of May 12, 1879, and $100,000 
under pay, for pay of 7,500 enlisted men ; $2,400,000 being 
required for this purpose, against $2,300,000 last year. 
During past fiscal year 77 vessels have been either wholly or 
pastels equipped, at an expenditure of $105,815.53 for labor 
and $549,011.57 for material. There have been purchased 
at home and abroad 41,332 tons coal at a cost, including 
freight, of $297,531; 227,194 Ibs. Russia, 336,150 lbs. Manila, 
and 112,775 lbs. American hemp have been produced at an 
aggregate cost of 263,675.78. 

he supplies needed from time to time have been pur- 
chased in open market in small quantities, and no contracts 
made, experience showing that this mode is more advan- 
tageous to the Government, especially so under the limited 
appropriations for supplies. 

The new rolling mill at the Washington yard has proved 
a perfect success, and since its erection in 1878 has accom- 
plished a saving of nearly $12,000, being more than $2,000 
above its original cost. It is furnishing a large quantity of 
round, bar, flat, and angle iron, for the use of the several 
bureaus, and is capable of producing plate iron of a superior 
quality weighing 800 lbs. With a moderate additional ex- 

nditure all the plate iron required for the manufacture of 

ilers for the Navy could, in the opinion of the chief, be 
made at the Washington yard. The erection of this mill has 


09 | enabled the bureau to rework and utilize all the condemned 


chains and iron which have accumulated for many years at 
the different —_ thereby supplying the service with an 
excellent quality of iron, and effecting a great saving to the 
Government. It is recommended that two additional fur- 
naces, with boilers and hammer, be erected at a cost not 
exceeding $8,000, so as to increase its capacity to the de- 
mands. The board for testing the different kinds of iron and 
steel for rope completed its work several months ago. The 
results have been published, and give general satisfaction. 
By purchasing direct from the manufacturers the bureau 
has effected quite a reduction in that item of expenditure. 
The rope-walk at Boston has undergone much needed and 
quite extensive repairs; 848.726 Ibs. of cordage have been 
manufactured, comprising all the hemp, wire, and hide rope 
required for use in the Navy. 

All the anchors and chain cables used in the Navy are 
manufactured at the Washington Navy-yard. Experiments 
are being made with anchors of different patterns, in the 
hope of obtaining a satisfactory non-fouling anchor which

All galleys required on our vessels of war are manufac- 
tured at the Washington yard; also improvements are 
constantly being made in their construction, with the view of 
supplying the many wants so essential for the proper prepara- 
tion of food 

During the year advantage has been taken of the low price 
of coal and freight to fully supply our several coal depots 
and stations. In order to stimulate our own industries in- 
structions have been given to the commanding officers on 
foreign stations to give American anthracite coal the prefer- 
ence. 

The watch, quarter and station bills recently gotten np by 
the bureau seem to have secured a uniform system for 
stationing men on board vessels-of-war, and answer ad- 
mirably all requirements. 

Honorable discharges have been granted to 620 men during 
the year, of which number 499 were granted continuous 
service certificates, and 366 good conduct badges ; 416 men 
have re-enlisted under honorable discharges and continuous 
service certificates. 

Medals of honor have been awarded to the following men 
for heroism in rescuing shipmates from drowning : Thos. 
Smith, seaman, Enterprise ; Walter Elmore, seaman, Gettys- 
burg; Jno. Flannagan, boatswain’s mate, Supply; P. J.

The chief calls attention to a source of impairment—the 
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old worn out men-of-wars-men—which has | existed in 
the service, and tends to weaken our already limi be mem | 
force of seamen. These men having spent their youth an 
vigorous manhood in the service of the Government, naturally 
drift back to the only home they have ever known, and 
frequently are enlisted more through sympathy than from 
any anticipated service 7 may render afloat. The Navy 
is to-day hampered with them, and it is earnestly recom- 
mended that some legislation be called for (other than by 
enlistment) tending toward the care or employment of these 
deserving people, who in consequence of their long and 
faithful service ought to be regarded as wards of the nation, 
and be fostered by the Government. 

The Coast Survey and Naval Academy draw a number of 
men from those required for regular cruises—about 375 in 
winter and 646 in summer, The service is useful but special, 
and legislation is recommended to make these two services 
8 and independent of the allowance of men for the 


avy. 

Tio ecsemending officers of vessels which have received 
boys from the training ships speak in their reports in the 
highest terms of them. The bureau is satisfied that with 
judicious care in handling, and attention on the part of 
officers in instructing these boys, the service in a few years 
will be supplied with a superior class of intelligent, well 

i : American seamen, of whom the nation may justly be 
proud. 

Boys from 14 to 16 years can be more satisfactorily man- 
aged than those of the age now required, 15to 18, and they are 
not so mature as to have acquired fixed habits. Allusion is 
made to the opening of rendezvous in the West—enhstments 
having previously been confined to the sea board—and to 
the great success in filling the quota at St. Louis. By this 
means and by the enlistments of the Wachusetts on the 
Mississippi, steamer Michigan onthe Lakes, the Minnesota 
up the Hudson, the Portsmouth and Saratoga in the Eastern 
ports, 600 fine, healthy, bright boys have been recruited, 
representing almost every State in the Union. The inspec- 
tion of the several training ships at Hampton Roads in Octo- 
ber was most satisfactory. One more vessel is needed for the 
training service. Summer cruising is recommended for the 
four training ships ; two of which in winter might make a 
Southern cruise, and the other two be profitably employed 
at the headquarters in refitting, etc. 

The Minnesota is found to be too large for a cruising 
training ship, and very expensive in that capacity. She 
should be located permanently at some convenient naval 
— to receive and prepare boys for the cruising training 
ships. 

A board to examine into the ration is recommended. The 
report of Lient.-Commander Chadwick, on the trainin; 
system in England and Frauce, is highly commended, | 
its publication proposed. 

An outfit of clothing should be furnished gratuitously to 
recruits, as in the Army and Marine Corps. Justice demands 
the same treatment for ‘‘ Jack.” It would tend materially to 
reduce the number of desertions. It is especially desirable 
for the boys, whose pay is so small on entering that the plain- 
est outfit keeps them in debt many months, disheartens them, 
and gives them a distaste for the service. Nothing but uni- 
form in the Navy being allowed, the clothing the boys bring 
from home is all lost. 

BUREAU OF CONSTRUCTION AND REPAIR. 


Chief Constructor John W. Easby states that the appro- 
priations for the Bureau for the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1879, for material and labor, were $1,500,000 ; the expendi- 
tures, $1,480,282.49 ; balance, $19,717.51. The appropria- 
tions for deficiencies for fiscal year ending June 30, 1877, 
were: For timber, $416,319.32 ; expenditures, $363,196.05 ; 
balance, $53,123.27. For sundries, $931,134.55 ; expendi- 
tures, $724,310.78 ; balance, $206,823.77. 

The Bureau has been employed in the past, as in the pre- 
ceding year, in repairing such of our ships as were most 
needed, and the appropriations would admit of. We are 
still pursuing this course, and before the close of the next 
year the vessels comprising our squadrons will be in as an 
efficient condition as they are capable of being made. Some 
of the ships, built or rebuilt within thelast six years, such as 
the Trenton, Quinnebaug, and class, Adams, and class, 
have proved to be fast sailers and good sca boats, and are 
spoken of by their commanding officers, after full trial, in the 
highest terms. 

king authority, as well as money, to build new vessels, 
none have been commenced since those authorized by act 
of Congress, approved March 3, 1873. We have, therefore, 
not kept pace with other maritime powers, and our Navy is 
com , to a large extent, of ships of a bygone age. Itis 
hoped the day is not far distant when appropriations will be 
made to enable us at least to commence the building of shi 
of modern type. Some of the plans of vessels called for by 
the Bureau on the 16th of February, 1878, have been for- 
warded. Others are still inthe hands of the constructors, 
and, as there is no appropriation to commence building, the 
plans have not been called in, as it is the desire of the Bu- 
reau to afford opportunity to all constructors to avail them- 
selves of new devices. 

It is desirable to furnish, without delay, the double tur- 
reted monitors Terror, Puritan, Amphitrite, and Monadnock, 
and to build new turrets and pilot houses for the Miantono- 
moh. Work on the latter vessel is now being pushed forward 
rapidly, and it is expected she will be ready to receive her 
turrets and pilot house in a few months. In addition to this 
work, we should finish the ships New York and Mohican, 
The former is in frame in the Brooklyn Navy-yard, and the 
latter in the same condition at Mare Island. This will re- 
quire $3,121,876. 

To purchase the requisite material, and keep in repair ves- 
sels worth repairing, some of which are now in commission 
will require $1,500,000, and that amount has been estimated 
for. While it is probable that many of our ships to be built 
hereafter will be built of iron or steel, many others will be 
built of wood. The greatest drawback to the building of 
wooden ships is their rapid decay. Various methods have been 
tried to preserve wood, but experience has not borne out the 
expectations of their inventors. It is believed that the 
methed of the American Wood Preserving Company, known 
as the Thilmany process, now in use in the Boston Navy- 
yard, will prove to be better. And itis being used to some 
extent by the Bureau in material employed almost exclu- 
sively in repairs, the purpose being to test it before adopting 
the system permanently, or purchasing the apparatus. 

The subject of the ventilation of our ships has received 
much attention within the last two years, and with a view to 
making all the improvements seem larger air ports, and 
additional side and pipe ventilators, have in some cases been 
introduced. The most successful plan for ventilation yet 
tried, is that introduced in the Richmond. As this plan, 
however, is expensive, and occupies much valuable room, a 
modification of it is sought for, and in the plans and estimates, 
now being made for its introduction in the Lancaster and 
Brookiyn, it is believed that both cost and space can be 
reduced.

The establishment of a school of naval architecture is re- 
commended, and attention directed to the plan suggested in 
the report of October, 1877. 

BUREAU OF NAVIGATION. 

The Chief of the Bureau, Commodore Whiting, reports 
that the superior character of instruments used in the Navy 
is well established, notably is this the case with chrono- 
meters, liquid com , and barometers, and it is also 
gratifying to state that these instruments, as well as sextants, 
octants, quadrants, surveying and other instruments of ex- 
cellent quality can now be obtained from American makers. 
The Bureau has to resort to foreign manufacture only in the 
case of superior ene eons. 

If the appropriations will permit, it is pro to add to 
the stock of nautical instruments a number of superior 
sextants and chronometers ef American manufacture to re- 
place those to be retired from use. 

Legislation is recommended authorizing the sale of old 
instruments and other articles, the accumulations of some 
years, ay oy during the war, and the application of the 
— 8 to the procurement of articles of an improved 


The report of the Chief Hydrographer, in charge of the 
Hydrographic Office, is referred to with pleasure, as proving 
very efficient management of its affairs and a high degree of 
usefulness. It is particularly gratifying to note that the 
charts, sailing directions, hydrographic notices, etc., which 
emanate from that office, are appreciated by mariners at 
home and abroad, as evinced by increased sales and by re- 
quests from foreign hydrographic offices for an exchange of 

ublications. Its usefulness could be improved by more 
iberal appropriations for foreign suryeys and explora- 
tions, 

The examinations of the great oceans, with their innu- 
merable rocks, islands, and reefs, real and imaginary, would 
seem to be the duty of the navies of the civilized nations, 
and no more useful and creditable service can be performed 
by naval officers in time of peace. The labors of the several 
expeditions sent out from this country years ago, under 
Wilkes, Perry, and Rodgers, were not only highly creditable 
to this country and to all who were engaged in those expedi- 
tions, but they form in many instances the only information 
we have at present of many distant parts of the world. The 
soundings made in the North Atlantic Ocean by United 
States naval officers were found extremely useful in the pro- 
jection and laying of the Atlantic cables, and the work of 
Captain G. E. Belknap, of soundings across the Pacific 
Ocean, is soon to bear fruit in the proposed cable connection 
between this country and Japan. As civilization and com- 
merce are spreading over the globe, all work of this kind 
will become practically useful, and those engaged in it be 
honored. 

The services of Navy officers, before and since the establish- 
ment of the Hydrographic Office, in collating the many 
reports of dangers of the great oceans, the marking of the 
same on the charts, the publication of descriptive books of 
them, are referred to by the Chief of the Bureau ; but not- 
withstanding many of the reputed dangers do not in reality 
exist, their number having n multiplied through several 
persons reporting the same in different positions, from 
faulty reckoning and observations, yet so long as they are on 
the charts, and until they are properly examined, they will be 
a source of evil and insecurity to the mariner. The subject 
of the examining of these dangers is commended to the 
serious and favorable consideration of the Department. 
Such work cannot be finished in a few years, nor can expedi- 
tions composed of a number of vessels be sent out for the 
want of funds, but at least one vessel can be detailed for 
this service in the Atlantic and another in the Pacific. 

The Chief of the Bureau thanks the commanding officers 
of squadrons and vessels for the promptitude with which 
they complied with general instructions for the collection of 
hydrographic and other information useful in navigation, and 
with occasional requests for specific work of sounding and 
surveying. 

In completion of the work of telegraphically determining 
the longitudes of the East Coast of South America, Lieut.- 
Commander F. M. Green has measured the exact difference 
of longitude between the observatories of Greenwich and 
Lisbon, thus connecting former measurements with the 
primary meridian, and Lieut. C. H. Davis has measured in 
the same manner between Pernambuco and Rio de Janeiro, 
and from Pernambuco to Para, A complete chain of tele- 
graphic measurements has thus been made with great exact- 
ness, for the first time, from Greenwich to Buenos Ayres, 
establishing precisely the geopraphical positions of Lisbon, 
Madeira, Porto Grande, Pernambuco, Bahia, Rio de Janeiro, 
Montevideo,“Buenos Ayres, and Para. The work of fixing the 

eographical positions of a number of principal points on the 

tlantic Ocean, with almost absolute correctness, is of prime 
importance, and the manner in which it was projected and 
carried out reflects great credit upon the officers engaged in 
it, and on the Navy generally. 

The survey on the West Coast of Mexico, under Commander 
Philip, will completed during the present season. The 
charts therefrom, in connection with those of the previous 
surveys made by Commander Dewey, will form a valuable 
contribution to geography, and improved aids to the naviga- 
tion of the waters near that part of the coast. Additional 
appropriations will be required to prepare and publish these 
surveys, as well as those of the Amazon by Commander Sel- 
fridge. 

- Beardslee, commanding the Jamestown at 
Sitka, is employing his time in a very useful manner in sur- 
veying and sounding : and in placing buoys and beacons for 
the safer navigation of the channels in that quarter. 

The Essex, under Commander Schley, the Saratoga, under 
Commander Evans, the Tic a, under Commodore 
Shufeldt, the Gettysburg, under Lieut.-Commander Gorringe, 
and the Adams, under Commander Rodgers, have contri- 
buted useful data—the results of the surveys and examina- 
tions conducted by them in various quarters. The Wachusett, 
Commander Wilson, was ordered to run a line of soundings 
on her way from Boston to Brazil, and examine some reported 


dangers.

The increase in shipbuilding this year is 2,260,000 
roubles, or reckoning nine roubles tothe £ sterling, 
about £250,000. The Minister of the Marine takes 
credit for having added to the fleet ten vessels weyers 
the last four years.

ApmiraL AMMEN ON THE NicaraGua CANAL.—A peper on 
the proposed ‘Interoceanic Ship across Nicara- 
gua,” by Rear Admiral Daniel Ammen, U.S. N., was 
read before the American phical Society. New 
York, Tuesday evening, Decem 9, by Colonel T. 
Bailey Myers. The Admir*] considered the advan 

and disadvantages of the several proposed lines, reaching 
conclusion that the preference should be given to the Nicara- 
gua line, the cost of w he estimates will be 172,187, 
and the Panama would cobt, the Admiral estimates ,196,- 
894, calculating the material and labor at the same rate as 
that for the Nicaraguan line; the actual cost of the work 
would be far in excess of this estimate. 

The proceedings of the congress are dwelt on at 
length in the paper. M. De Lesseps was determined to have 
the Panama scheme adopted, and that the canal should be 
constructed on a level with the sea. It was urged that if 
this plan were carried out, excavations would have to be 
made, bringing the actual level of the canal far below the 
water-courses, and that in the rainy season perfect cataracts 
would be precipitated into the canal. Despite all the opposi- 
tion of the American Commissioners, however, the Nicars 
scheme was rejected and the Panama route adopted by 
congress. The only wonder, Admiral Ammen says, is not 
that so little, but that so much, tmoney has been su 
for the en ise. 

The Admiral suggests that it is proper under the circum- 
stances that the Government of the United States should 
cotisider the question of the Interoceanic Ship Canal as still 
undetermined, and to hold another congress in this country 
to discuss the relative merits of the Nicaragua and Panama 
routes. ‘The public is aware,” the Admiral says in conolu- 
sion, ‘of the willingness of Gen. Grant to assist in this great 
work, under such conditions of organization of a bern pe d 
and of a concession as wonld enable it to be a 
gorously and effectively. He bas given the subject his care- 
ful attention for years; is well satisfied as to the route, 
which possesses a certainty of realization tense me oe he 
appreciates fully the great importance of construction of 
the ship canal for the commerce of the world, and especially 
for the full developments of our west coast. It is gratifying 
to observe that there is a universal expression of opinion as 
to the advantage which the construction of the canal would 
derive from having Gen. Grant at its head. The expression 
is unanimous that it would insure an econ: in’ 
and vigorous prosecution of the work, and its completion 
within the shortest time, and that it would have all of the 
conditions of practical utility and permanency that could be 
secured. Recent information from the most reliable sources 
gives the assurance that the intelligent people and Govern- 
ment of Ni are in entire accord with this movement, 
and instead of embarrassing the question with im 
conditions, will do all in their power to forward the great 
work.”

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SURGEON-GENERAL OF THE NAVY. 


HE opponents of the recent appointment of Medical 
Inspector W AxEs to the position of surgeon-general, 
vice Dr. Grier, retired, are evidently determined not to 
let the matter rest. The question now at issue, how- 
ever, seems to be rather one of principle than of per- 
sons. It is not doubted that Dr. Watzs is perfectly

may be retired with increased rank and pay, ought to 
have been set aside in the present case, and ought to be | 
set aside hereafter. 

On this point we have received from a former mem- ! 
ber of the House Naval Committee, a brief, undertaking 
to show that Dr. WALEs’s appointment was ‘‘ contrary | 
to law and wrong in principle.” The provision of sec- | 
tion 10, act of March 3, 1871, is that ‘‘ chiefs of bureau | 
may be appointed from officers having the relative rank | 
of captain in the staff corps of the Navy, on the estes! 
list.” The brief argues that ‘‘may” must be construed | 
to mean ‘‘shall.” We should say that this view is 
sound in substance, though not expressed in the best | 
way. The proper punctuation should carry a comma! 
after the word appointed; and that comma, as is 
frequently the case, implies an ellipsis—as if the 
language were, ‘‘chiefs of bureau may be appointed, 
and, if they are, then from officers having the relative 
rank of captain,” etc. The shorter form is frequently 
used in statutes as well as in other writings, though it is 
always inclegant and often obscure. There is no doubt, 
we think, that Congress, by a somewhat bungling 
language, intended to indicate the rank from which 
chiefs must be appointed. 

However, in revising the statutes, there was bungling 
in this matter, as in so many others, and sec. 421 says 
that the President shall appoint chiefs of bureau ‘‘ from 
the classes of officers mentioned in the next five sections 
respectively, or from officers having the relative rank of 
captain in the staff corps of the Navy, on the active 
Now, looking down these five sections, we find 
the oae relating to the Medical Bureau to be the fifth, 
sec. 426, and to read as follows, entire: ‘‘The chief of 
the Bureau of Medicine and Surgery shall be appointed 
from the list of the surgeons of the Navy.” The 
marginal reference is not to the act of 1871, but to the 
act of 1862, which does, indeed, direct selection ‘‘ from 
the list of surgeons.” But in those days of 1862, the 
grade of surgeon was the highest; whereas in 1871 the 
relative rank of captain was not given to the surgeon, 
whose relative rank is either that of lieutenant com- 
mander or lieutenant. Hence it is obvious that the 
object of the law of 1871 was to supersede the law of 
1862, which the Revised Statutes nevertheless fail to do. 
It was from the language of the Revised Statutes’ 
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that the Secretary derived his appointing power. But 
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competent for his duties as surgeon-general ; it is also, | 


ing medical director surgeon-general, in order that he | 


approved July 2, 1862, 
to the several States and Territories which may provide 
colleges for the benefit of agriculture and mechanic 


it may be added that the brief makes the rather sharp 
point that a medical inspector is neither captain nor 
surgeon, but commander—hence that though the Secre 
tary could lawfully appoint from the superior or inferior 
grade, he could not from the intermediate, or inspector’s 
grade. This is a very acute point—we cannot say 
whether it is as well taken as the one that the Revised 
Statutes bungled. 

It really does not seem to have been the intent of 
Congress to allow the appointment of an officer of a 
junior grade over the entire fifteen officers of a senior 
grade. The committee on naval affairs of the last 
Congress substantially took this ground in their report ; 
and what the general views of the Department are may 
be judged from the following excellent order : 

Navy Department, WasutnerTon, August 1, 1877. 


General Order No. 228. 


It is the well-digested policy and intention of the Department 
in m ments to duty, to assist the senior grades of the 
Service to the higher and more important positions. This is 
what the law contemp'ates, and reason and propriety demand ; 
and it is most just and fair to all. 

In accordance with this principle, medical and pay inspectors, 
and chief engineers having the relative rank of commander, will 
be appointed to fill the positions of fleet surgeon, fleet paymecter, 

y 


and fleet engineer ; and the assignments will be made the De- 
partment. 

Officers of lower rank at present holding fleet positiors will be 
relieved as early as practicable by those of the required rank. 
R. W. Tompson, Secretary of the Navy. 


We have also received from the Navy Department a 
copy of an opposing brief, sustaining the ar pointment 
of Dr. Warzs. The historical recital in the latter is 
substantially the same as already given; but this brief 
demolishes the fine point of the other about medical 
directors and medical inspectors not being surgeons. 
It makes a second noteworthy suggestion, namely, that 
though the five surgeon-generals preceding Dr. WALEs 
were each, at the time of his appointment, senior medi- 
cal director, the five preceding them were respectively 
Nos. 2, 3, 25, 33, and 2 on the lists. Still, we must 
point out that the five just before Dr. Wa.tzs were all 
cases after the law of 1871, while the other five were 
cases previous to that law. We find in this second 
brief only a confirmation of the view we have always 
held, that the Secretary had a full and absolute legal 
right under the wording of the Revised Statutes to 
appoint Dr. Watkgs, who was also in the highest 
| Sense competent for the post. 

We think it, however, hardly wise policy for the 
. Secretary to have set aside his excellent general rules in 
this particular instance. The fitness of Dr. Watzs and 
| that of the 15 medical directors are alike unquestioned— 
but what good reason was there, independently of law, 

for departing from the seniority custom? To save some

MILITARY INSTRUCTION IN STATE COLLEGES. 


We suggested some time ago that Congress should 


' provide for the appointment of an Army officer as an 
‘inspector of the State colleges, endowed by the General 


Government, with a view to determining upon a uniform 
| course of study to be adopted in the military department 
'of each of these colleges, in consideration of the fund 
granted them. At some of these colleges the instruction 
in military tactics is so meagre as to amount to a mere 
evasion of the law requiring them to ‘teach such 
branches of learning as are related to agriculture and 
mechanic arts, including military tactics.” At some the 
study of military tactics is optional, the student being at 
liberty to substitute another study in lieu thereof. At 
other colleges not only is tactics taught, but a full course 
of military science and the art of war is included in its 
curriculum, and even graduation in that course must be 
a requisite before a student can receive a degree. Mili- 
tary discipline is also applied in the government of the 
institution and a military organization required of the 
students. 

In this varied meeting of the requirements of the 
General Government, it is presumed that each college is 
doing what it thinks necessury to fulfil its obligations. 
Yet this diversity of view, this different estimate of the 
quid pro quo, works injustice to the student. At one 
college he graduates, and gets his degree, when he has 
learned only the A, B, C, of a military course ; at another 
he graduates and takes a degree, when he has achieved 
real progress in the same course. It is apparent then that 
the military department should be regulated by Con- 


gress, so as to secure a uniformity not possible under the 


present system of leaving everything to the colleges 
themselves. 

But something more is needed. The act of Congress 
‘‘an act donating public lands 
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arts,” besides requiring these colleges to teach military 
tactics also requires that (Sec. 4) 

All moneys derived from the sale of the land aforesaid by 
the States . . shall be invested in stocks of the United 
States or of the States, yielding not less than five 
per centum upon the par value of said stocks; and that the 
moneys so invested shall constitute a perpetual fund, the 
capital of which shall remain forever undiminished, and the 
interest thereof shall be inviolably appropriated by each 
State, which may take and claim the benefit of this act. 


And (Sec. 5) 

If any portion of the fund invested, . . or any portion 
of the interest thereon shall by any contin meen Bon lost or 
dismissed, 1t shall be replaced, by the State S which it be- 
longs, so that the capital of the fund shall remain forever 
welpundshed, and the annual interest shall be regularly, 
without diminution, devoted to the purposes mentioned. 


Each State, before taking the benefit of this act, must 
accept its conditions. Yet in this is the same diversity 
of interpretation. Some States have kept inviolate the 
trust of the Government, without diminution, without 
failing to pay the interest thereon. One State has 
divided its funds and distributed it to various colleges 
within its border, but failed at some of these to require 
them to teach military tactics, a condition to be met in 
accepting the benefit of the trust fund. Another, Lou- 
isiana, has betrayed this trust ina manner so flagrant that 
were an individual guilty of like conduct he would be 
punished for embezzlement. 

Louisiana has had three different donations from the 
General Government: one is called the Free School Fund, 
one the University Fund, and the third the Agricultural 
and Mechanical College Fund. To the last two only we 
shall refer here, as the two colleges, for which these 
funds were given, have been united. Louisiana sold the 
public lands donated by the United States, and gave 
these funds in its own bonds to these colleges. Now, see 
what she has done with them: The Legislature, 1872, 
‘* abolished the free school fund” by an act (No. 81) in 
violation of the trust of the United States, and of its 
own Constitution ; a spoliatery act, and therefore to be 
declared null and void. 

The funds of the University and the Agricultural and 
Mechanical College were respectively, and originally, 
$137,000 and $327,000. By an amendment to the Consti- 
tution in 1874, this was ‘‘funded” at 60 cents on the 
dollar, with other State bonds, to $81,000 and $196,000, 
round numbers ; the interest of these funds is paid out 
of the interest of the supposable Free School Fund; that 
is to say, after abolishing this latter fund, they ‘‘played” 
that it existed, and paid interest on an hypothecated 
capital, from which interest is deducted the interest of 
the other two funds, thus robbing Peter to pay Paul, 
who is also robbed. 

The Honorable Commissioner in Washington, at the 
head of the ‘‘ Department of Education,” is required by 
Congress to report ‘‘ a statement of the manner in which 
the trusts made by Congress have 
been managed.” Has he done this? And, if so, why 
has not some action been taken on his report ? 

Something more is needed then than an inspector. 
Let States be held as accountable for their trusts as in- 
dividuals are, and let every State stand on the same 
footing in meeting its obligations to, and keeping the 
trusts of, the General Government. 








Tue sub-committee on Army Reorganization, ap- 
pointed by the House Military Committee, on Tuesday, 
is one of the most favorable to Army interests known in 
years. The chairman, Gen. J. E. Johnston, Gen. Sher- 
man’s old opponent, is a graduate of the Military 
Academy, with all the Army ideas, instincts, and sym- 
pathies about him, which were not quenched but only 
perverted in their exercise during the mad struggle for 
secession. He has still the feeling of a professional sol- 
dier, and is against Army reduction. Bragg, of Wis- 
consin, is the veteran reductionist to whom the Army 
owes so much of its legislative troubles. Maginnis, of 
Montana, isa strong advocate of a strong Army, for he 
represents a people who know what frontier life is by ex- 
perience. Gen. Harry White, of Pennsylvania, is also 
a good friend of the Army, and has had a long experi- 
ence on the military committee, while the fifth member, 
also, Gen. Brown, of Indiana, is no novice. We should not 
deem it an absolute impossibility, though perhaps an 
improbability, to find a majority of this committee re- 
porting in favor of Gen. Sherman’s plan. We certainly 
think it may be relied upon that a majority will not re- 
port for any Army reduction. 





Tue Senate on the 9th of December confirmed the 
nomination of Secretary McCrary as U. 8. Circuit 
Judge, and next day that of Hon. Alex. Ramsay as Secre- 
tary of War in place of Mr. McCrary. Mr. Ramsay 
was born near Harrisburg, Penn., Sept. 8, 1815, and 
from his boyhood has been intrusted with important 
public offices, the first of which was clerk in the office of 
the Register of his native county, when he was only 13 
years old. In 1840 he was Secretary of the Electoral 


College of Pennsylvania; in 1841, Clerk of the Penn- 





sylvania House of Representatives, and in 1848 
was elected a Representative in Congress, a position 
which he held for two terms. He was appointed by 
President Taylor, in 1849, Territorial Governor of Min- 
nesota, holding that office until 1858. During this period 
he took part in negotiating several treaties with Indian 
tribes, for the extinction of the Indian titles, 
which resulted in the rapid development and set- 
tlement of the present State. In 1855, he was elected 
Mayor of St. Paul, and three years later was made Gov- 
ernor of Minnesota, continuing in the latter office until 
1862. He was elected United States Senator in 1863, 
and served two terms, retiring in 1875. 

Mr. Ramsay is a thorough gentleman, and he is 
familiarly and affectionately called ‘‘bluff Aleck.” 
He is a man of large fortune, and he has a charming 
married daughter who, it is to be hoped, will be a 
part of his household in Washington. We do not 
think he has any aspirations for future honors, and 
we think we can congratulate the Army on having a 
Secretary of War who will be really devoted to the 
best interests of the military service. 








Tue order of the President directing the Court of In- 
quiry, in the case of Gen. Warren, which we elsewhere 
publish, will create a good deal of comment. It will be 
recollected that on the 1st of April, 1865, Gen. Grant 
authorized Sheridan to relieve Gen. Warren from the 
command of the 5th Corps, if in his judgment he might 
think it better to do so. Gen. Sheridan did relieve Gen. 
Warren, and he placed Gen. Griffin in command of the 
5th Corps, alleging as his reasons for doing so that Gen. 
Warren had been tardy in carrying out orders, 
etc., etc. Gen. Warren had as good a record as any 
officer in the Army, and he and his friends contended 
that he had been shamefully treated. Warren applied 
to Gen. Grant, through Gen. Rawlins, for redress, but 
he could obtain no satisfaction, and he has been for 
nearly fifteen years smarting under what he hasconsidered 
a great injustice, but he has succeeded in getting Presi- 
dent Hayes to order an investigation in the case. Much 
can be written on this affair, but it will not do to pre- 
judge the case. Gen. Warren is an able man, and now 
that he has a fair chance before as fair a court as could 
be ordered, we shall see what will come of it. 








THERE is no doubt of the fact that the President is 
very much inclined to appoint Capt. Dodge, of the 9th 
Cavalry, to the first vacancy in the Pay Department, 
and it is to be hoped that in future appointments in that 
corps the meritorious captains of the line will be con- 
sidered. The Paymaster-General has always urged such 
appointments, but there is always such a pressure 
brought upon the President for the appointment of 
politicians that he has been forced to yield. One of the 
latest appointments at one time aspired to nothing 
higher than the position of a night watchman for having 
saved the life of the late Secretary Seward, but it 
was thought best by his friends to strike higher, and in 
default of a foreign mission he was appointed a paymas- 
ter in the Army! 

The retirement of Col. Prince is to date from Nov. 31, 
if the President does not reconsider his determination in 
that matter. 








Coneress could not do better than to take the detailed 
list of fortification needs, furnished inthe valuable report 
of Gen. Wright, and supply them onthe simple faith of his 
authority. But above all, and as a matter of prime im- 
portance, we would call its attention to the earnest views 
of Gens. Benét and Wright in regard to our sea coast 
defences. Both for our forts and ships a supply of 
heavy guns should be ordered at once, and Con- 
gress would greatly neglect its duty, should it fail to 
profit by official warnings in this respect. The 
Fortification Appropriation bill was reported from 
the Committee in the House on Thursday, and 
notice was given that it would be called up on Friday. 
We hope that the action upon it will be prompt, and 
that Congress will show a proper appreciation of its 
duty with reference to the public defence. 








Gen. Maorsety has made several suggestions for 
legislation which may seem trivial to Congress, but are 
really very important, for everything promoting comfort 
and justice among enlisted men decreases desertion— 
that stores sold to company messes be exempted from 
the ten per centum addition law, because they are 
usually bought with funds received on saving rations, 
and hence the reason of the ten per cent. law does not 
apply ; that the maximum allowance of tobacco sales to 
enlisted men be increased from 16 ounces to 24 ounces 
per month, the former being a needlessly scant allow. 
ance; and that cooks and bakers should be specially en- 
listed men, with extra pay, and with schools for their 
instruction. All these things are worth Congressional 
attention. 








Pror. Mionre read a very interesting and valuable 
paper before the Military Service Institution at Gov- 
ernor’s Island on Wednesday evening last, the subject, 
a3 previously announced, being ‘‘ Education in its Rela- 
tion to the Military Profession.” Prof. Michie’s paper 
was followed by an animated and interesting discussion 
in which General Hancock, Professors Andrews, U. 8. 
M. A., and Van Amringe, of Columbia College, and Gens. 
Fry, Crittenden, and Col. Lieber took part. Letters 
from Gen. Sherman warmly commending the work of 
the Institution, and enclosing an autograph paper for 
publication were read. The attendance was large, and 
a number of new members were admitted. 


Gen. SHerwwAn has frankly told Congress that nothing 
but the presence of troops keeps the Indian Territory 
from being overrun by squatters, and that unless some 
other legislation is provided, military occupation will be 
perpetual. For ourselves, we should judge that military 
occupation until the Indians are invested with the rights 
of citizenship and are able to care for themselves, would 
be the best thing possible for them and for the country. 
Only, instead of taking for that purpose troops that are 
needed elsewhere, this should be reckoned among the 
extra needs for which more troops must be provided. 
Should Gen. Sherman's Army proposition of 25,000 
men in the line be adopted, there would perhaps be 
troops for this purpose. 








WE think it might, though technically an Indian 
office question, turn out to be a very practical article of 
military legislation, if Congress would increase the In- 
dian beef ration. This suggestion forms one of the 
chief points in Lieut.-Gen. Sheridan's annual report, and 
the argument he makes upon it, regarded simply as a 
military precaution, is clear and convincing. The ex- 
asperation and discontent of the Indian are largely due 
to the fact that his old feasting days are gone, while 
often fast daysif not actual starvations take their place. 








Tne long parley at Los Pinos has at last, apparently, 
come to an end. The Utes, under Ouray’s leadership, 
have promised to give up the Indians concerned in the 
agency massacre, provided they are tried at Washington 
—for they claim, and probably with truth, that no 
Ute could get justice in Colorado or New Mexico. It 
yet remains to be seen whether they will bring forward 
the accused Indians—whether there will not be found 
some other pretext for delay and for refusal. 








Coneress should take care to increase the pay of our 
non-commissioned officers, this winter. Under the _ 
modernized system of tactics, the non-commissioned 
officer is elevated greatly in relative importance, in mili- 
tary manceuvres; while in our country the great sub- 
division of troops necessitated by the number of small 
posts and the multiplicity of duties often requires that a 
sergeant or even a corporal shall be intrusted with re- 
sponsibilities that are, in foreign services, imposed on 
commissioned officers. 

Wuen Congress turns its attention to the Rio Grande, 
it will discover the need of supplying four new posts in 
Texas for the prevention of raiding by Indians and 
Mexicans from the other side of the river. These, how- 
ever, would take the place of forts already vacated, as 
Gen. Ord explains, and an appropriation of $200,000 
would doubtless be enough for all. We are glad to see 
that the Senate military committee has this week re- 
ported favorably a bill for this purpose. 








SzoreTrary THoMpson, who has taken so much inter- 
est in naval apprentices, recommends that some discre- 
tion should be allowed by law in the change of rations 
for them, so as to make their food suitable to their age 
and condition; and also that they should be allowed 
their clothing without charge. These suggestions are 
worthy of the attention of Congress. 


Cava.ry and infantry schools for the Army are much 
needed institutions. No one questions the utility of the 
post graduate school for artillery at Fort Monroe; but 
the other two arms require schools for the enlisted men, 
so that recruits may not be pushed unprepared into bat- 
tle. Even young officers might also get benefit from 
commanding detachments in such schools. 








Gen. SoHOFIELD’s recommendation to and im- 
prove the cadet barracks at West Point should be carried 
into effect by Congress this winter. The proposition, 
warmly advocated by Gen. Sherman, of annually 
thirty cadets for the militia, to the Military Academy, 
is important enough to be considered in an article 
itself, and we shall endeavor, when it comes before 
Congress, to discuss it fully.

Genera. Court-martial orders are generally the re- 
verse of light reading, but in a recent order issued by 
General Ord, commanding the Department of Texas, 
the solemn monotony is somewhat relieved. Two 
soldiers of the 10th Cavalry were tried for stealing 
chickens from citizens, and sentenced to dishonorable 
discharge, but no imprisonment. General Ord approved 
the proceedings and findings, but disapproved the 
sentences, ‘‘ because the reviewing officer does not wish 
to open all the hen roosts of the country in reach of 
our posts, as an easy exit from the Service.” The 
chicken plan having failed, the gallant invaders will no 
doubt cast about for some other plan of effecting their 
exit; but no doubt Gen. Ord will again be equal to the 
occasion. 








A new railroad combination provides for the exten- 
sion of the Atchison, Topeka, and Santa Fe Railroad 
‘from its present termination at Albuquerque on the Rio 
Grande, N. M., to the Pacific Coast, on the line already 
surveyed.

A Buenos Ayres despatch, via London, dated Dec. 3, 
says: ‘Intelligence has been received here to the effect 
that the allied Peruvians and Bolivians have been com- 
pletely defeated at Tarapaca, Peru, A the Chilians, who 
have taken possession of the town. The Chilian squad- 
ron is blockading the port of Arica.” <A telegram com- 
pany says: ‘‘Tarapaca has been captured by the 
Chilians. The losses were heavy on both sides.” A 
telegram was received at Valparaiso Nov. 14 which 
confirms a previous report of a disaster to the Chilian 
forces near Loa, at the mouth of the river of the same 
name, on the boundary between Peru and Bolivia.

AFFAIRS IN WASHINGTON.

The bill which has been introduced by Mr. Cox in the 
House for the relief of Major James Belger, now re- 
tired, but formerly of the Quartermaster’s Department, 

roposes to restore him to the rank he would have held 
had he not been summarily and unjustly dismissed by 
Mr. Stanton in 1863. It will be recollected that Major 
Belger was tried by a General Court-martial that year, 
the president of the court being Gen. E. A. Hitchcock, 
and that he was honorably acquitted of every charge 
brought against him. Mr. Stanton, however, disap- 

roved the proceedings of the court, and directed that 
he be dishonorably dismissed the Service, stating that 
this was done by the order of the President. The Major 
was thus summarily put out of the Service, and he re- 
mained out for more than seven years. Mr. Lincoln 
positively denied thut he had ever given any order for the 
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dismissal of Major Belger, and Stanton himself, years 
after, stated that he had discovered that he had done the 
Major a ‘grievous wrong.” Gen. Grant issued an 
a Pas Seeae © emer and by the act of 
March 3, 1871, he was appointed a major in the Quar- 
termaster’s Department. At the time of his dismissal 
he was senior to all the quartermasters now in the Ser- 
vice, and he would have been the senior colonel in the 
Department had he not been eae of his position by 
the arbitrary act of Stanton. It is altogether probable 
that the act for his relief will be passed, as there can be 
no J ge objection to it. 

hus, gradually the “er wrongs which were 
perpetrated by Stanton are g righted, but there is 
still an untold amount of suffering which was created by 
that man that can never be atoned for. 

Stanton delighted in ucts of op ion. He omitted no 
opportunity to perform them, and the voice of the miser- 
able informer, who forsome venal purpose accused good 
men of disloyal acts, was sweet music to him, for it gave 
him the opportunity to plunge innocent persons into 
loathsome prisons and make whole families wretched. 
Had he dared to do so he would have erected a scaffold 
in every town, and the masters of the French revolution 
would not have excelled him in cruelty. And here, 
looking back for seventeen years, we are amazed to see 
with what apathy and utter indifference the people of 
the —— appeared to view the acts of Stanton. When 
Mr. Lincoln would send him a positive order to direct 
the release of some poor wretch from the old Capital 
prison or from Fort Lafayette, Stanton would generally 
tear the order up in the presence of the President’s mes- 
senger. And frequently when Mr. Lincoln would be 
told of the acts of his great War Secretary he would say, 
with a smile, that he had very little influence with Mr. 
Stanton. We are not sure but Dr. Marcy spoke the 
truth of Stanton when he said, in 1867: ‘* Thousands of 
persecuted and bereaved men, women, and children of 
the United States can rise up to-day, and in their im- 
poverishment and wretchedness brand him with the 
damning characters which are affixed to Barrére,” who 
was the villain par excellence of the French revolution. 

Another source of trouble made by Stanton was the 
selecting officers of the Quartermaster’s Department and 
placing them over the heads of others in the same corps, 
under the pretext that there were original vacancies to 
fill. The question was referred to the Judiciary Com- 
mittee of the Senate, who thus decided, and Gen. Grant, 
when he was President, tried to rectify the matter, but 
he found that it would be necessary for the injured 
officers to get Con ional legislation on the subject, 
and a bill for relief is pending. This bill is opposed by 
some officers who benefited by the illegal act of Stan- 
ton, and we are sorry to record the fact ; for there should 
be too much chivalry among the officers to willingly per- 
init themselves to be benefited by a wrong perpetrated 
upon their fellow officers. Essitt.

NAVAL CONSTRUCTORS AND ENGINEERS. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal; 

Sir: I have read with great interest the report of the 
Secretary of the Navy, especially that portion treating 
of the education of engineers ; he discusses the union of 
the engineers with the constructors, and the probable 
advantages or disadvantages to ensue. While agreeing 
in some respects with the Secretary, it seems to me an 
entire reorganization of the corps of naval constructors, 
gradually making them the naval architects and de- 
signing engineers, would be most desirable. 

The plan I would propose, would be to make the 
corps of naval constructors gradually but thoroughly 
and entirely a theoretical corps of men of most eminent 
talent. If by competitive examination the present en- 
gineer corps of the Navy could contribute any persons 
of sufficient talent and theoretical knowledge to this 
corps, well and good—let them be appointed; but let 
there be no connection between the corps or amalgama- 
tion with each other. The theoretical corps of naval 
constructors would be, by a most thorough system of 
education, the corps of naval architects and of designing 
engineers. Let a certain portion be educated at An- 
napolis and some vacancies held open for competition 
from civil life. Under them, in the Department of Con- 
struction, master shipwrights, practical men, and in 
steam engineering either master machinists or some 
competent chief engineers—above all practical men 
also. 


The present corps of engineers are like Mahomet’s 
coffin, suspended between heaven and earth; too little 
practical to take the place of their peers in the merchant 
service, and too little theoretical to design successful 
and improved engines. A prominent daily paper made 
not long since the charge that the recent graduates—cadet 
engineers—would not be allowed to run the engines of 
any line of steamers going out of New York City, which 
statement I have not seen contradicted successfully—the 
reason given being a want of sufficient practical ability 
and a Of the want of success in the theo- 

ng, 


retical desi I can only say that I know of no ves- 
sel in the U. 8. Navy which can steam regularly and 
consecutively at a faster rate than the Miagara did 


twenty years since. 

A suggestion made some years since by a Chief of 
Bureau, in relation to the uselessness of employing 
‘* razors to cut blocks,” seems to be as opportune now 
as then, when treating of education, theoretical educa- 
tion for naval engineers. 

To put the matter in a nutshell: all education of en- 
gineers should be stopped at the Naval Academy, and 
only a small class of constructors should be kept there.

SLIP OF THE FOWLER WHEEL. 
10 the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal : 

Simm: It has been said that ‘figures will not lie,” but 
an acceptance of this proverb presupposes correct data 
as a foundation upon which the figures have been built. 
Arethe data which were employed by Lieut.-Commanding 
Brown in computing the slip of the Fowler wheel cor- 
rect? There can be little doubt as to the number of 
revolutions made by the engines or the distance run, 
but the pitch of the wheel is a different matter, and on 
it the accuracy of the result depends. The pitch used, 
he tells us, was furnished by the inventor or builder of 
the wheel, and it is only curious that a smaller num ber 
was not furnished and no slip at all, or a negative slip 
claimed. 

If a single blade of the wheel be considered and fol- 
lowed throughout one entire revolution, it will be seen 
that the pitch is continually changing, and, therevolution 
being at a uniform velocity, the motion in a direction 
tending to produce thrust is also continually changing, 
the one being a maximum when the other is a minimum; 
so that the determination of the mean pitch, which 
should be taken as the pitch of the wheel, is not so easy 
a problem. 

The result of Mr. Stivers’s experiments was, that an 
enormous excess of power was required, to produce the 
same speed with the Fowler wheel, over that required 
when the common screw was used, and this excess could 
only be accounted for on the theory of unusually great 








slip. 

The Fowler wheel is hardly worthy of so much notice, 
as it will probably never be applied to another steamer. 
It never should have been applied to the Alarm, and 
probably would not have been except for its steering 
qualities. It was always considered by those engineers 
who gave the subject any attention, and particularly at 
the time when Mr. Stivers’s experiments were being 
made, as an excellent contrivance for wasting power, 
nothing more, and that it is when considered only as a 
steering machine. It is also objectionable from the fact 
that inconvenient, inaccessible, and badly located ma- 
chiuery is required to work it. 

The present arrangement applied to the Alarm will 
undoubtedly prove vastly superior to the Fowler wheel 
both for propelling and steering — ; but there are 
objectionable features in the details, particularly the 
gearing, and as the old engines are retained, the writer 
entertains grave doubts of its ultimate and perfectly 
satisfactory operation. Gas. 


AN OPEN LETTER. 
Hon. Secretary Thompson; 

Sm: On the ligt day of July, the Kearsarge sailed 
from New Yors, pound north for the settlement of the 
Fishery Awards. Amongst her officers was one who 
was used to a good home, and the common comforts of 
cleanliness and pure air. He was a warrant officer, so 
his quarters were in the other part of the vessel from 
the commissioned officers, entirely away from where 
your rules say they shallbe. But the part of the vessel 
they were in, was the very least of all the trouble; not 
only were the quarters so small that where two were 
obliged to room, only one gentleman could dress 
at once, but the bunks were so small that no man of 
ordinary size could lay straight in them; or, once in 
them, turn himself. In these close quarters, not fit for 
any human being to inhabit, there was not the least pos- 
sible chance for any ventilation. Immediately between 
these quarters is the so-called ‘‘mess-room;” in the 
centre of this, immediately beneath the dining table, a 
hatchway lifts, and below are the coal bunkers ; so that 
in place of pure air, every time there was coaling, the 
air, officers’ clothes, food, and everything there, were per- 
meated with coal dust, ashes, and gas. Besides this, 
from morning until night, whoever occupied these pre- 
mises was obliged to burn candles, so dark were they. 
How long, think you, sir, would any persen’s eyesight 
last there ? 

The officer of whom I spoke at the beginning, had 
not endured these quarters but a short time when his 
head began to trouble him. He could not stay in them, 
and so he kept on deck as much as possible. A medi- 
cal survey was called, the quarters were condemned 
(for the second or third time). A detachment was 
asked for from the Department. But, sir, before it ar- 
rived the .Kearsarge put into the Boston Navy-yard for 
repairs. The officer asked for a day’s leave; it was 

ted. He went to his home, where he thought 

h air and good food would make him allright. A 
third day’s leave and he was too sick to return, and, 
after nine days of terrible suffering, died. 

A more‘healthy, and, to all appearance, physically 
perfect man it would be hard to find—perfectly tem- 
perate in all his habits, and if you could refer to any of 
his commanding officers, I think none would fail to 
testify that few exceeded him in faithfulness of duty. 

The Kearsarge, once honored in our Rebellion, is 
dishonored, and a terror to more than one aching 
heart.

ADMIRAL Jacquinot, who died at Toulon, Nov. 18, in his 
eighty-third year, was born at Nevero, March 4, 1796. He 
entered the French Navy in 1812. He was commander-in- 
chief of the French naval division in the Levant during the 
Crimean War (1854-55) and occupied the Pireus, May 25, 
1855, at the head of the expeditionary corps. For his gal- 
lant conduct on this occasion he was promoted to vice-admiral 
Dec. 1, 1855, and he was placed on the retired list in 1861, 
with the rank of full admiral. He was the author of a re- 
port of an exploration in which he commanded a vessel, en- 
titled ‘‘ A Voyage Toward the South Pole and in Oceanica” 
(1843-54, 22 vols., octavo, with atlas). 

James W. ScHauMBERG, who has spent a life time in trying 
to secure the reversal of what he regards an unjust sentence 
dismissing him from the Army, writes to the Baltimore Sun 
a letter, in which ho says: “I have felt it due to my honor 
and upon principles of immutable justice, to have set aside 
arbitrary and false official proceedings, by which I was twice 
ejected from the Army, against which I determined never to 
cease to protest, and demand a reversal.”

THE STATE TROOPS. 


Tue Antrutery Camp, New Yorx Srate.—Lieut.-Col 
John 8. McEwan, 10th New York, Commandant of the late 
Fg Camp ofj Instruction, New York State, at Fort Ham- 
— ew York harbor, in his official report, thus speaks of 

e duty : 

Early in Se ber he, accompanied by Brevet Major J. P. 
Sanger, Ist United States Artillery, visited Canada for the 
purpose of witnessing the artillery competition in the Proy- 
ince of Ontario. They found the range, 1,400 yards, nearly 
level, Lake Ontario as the back ground, with 
feet square and plenty of room for the 
tails for the competition consisted of 16 men each from four 
batteries. Each detail paid its own yes perme the gov- 
ernment merely furnishing the ammunition. In 
the shooting was obtained by an officer not con- 
nected with the competing batteries, and then the men were 
allowed to shoot, the — being decorations of merit only. 
The Colonel declares the system of competition and instruc- 
tion to ene an tends to promote the practical as 
well as theoretical wledge of gunnery, excellence in drill, 
and a properesprit du corps. Yet he condemns their system 
of marking, saying, *‘ If a shell be fired and strikes at the 
bannerol 160 yards in front of the target or at the bannerol 
120 yards in rear of the target, it has the same value, which 
give the same credit in one case to a ricochet which might do 
execution on the enemy, while-in the other it would be abso- 
lutely harmless.” He claims that a shot passing over the 
target should count a zero, and that the men should be 
taught to always fire short, for the reason that in actual war- 
fare confidence has been inspired in — when projectiles 
passed over them, whereas when they fell in front, even if 
no execution was done, the enemy felt that their range 
would soon be obtained. The visitors also witnessed a grand 
review of the Canadian troops, and from the manceuvres 
witnessed assert that the authorities give full prominence to 
the artillery arm of their service.

On Friday 
the detachment proceeded to Sandy Hook for target practice, 
five rounds, consisting of three percussion shell and two 
case being allowed each officer and man, the practice bei 
under the immediate charge of Lieut.

lutely needed was most apparent, and both officers and men 
took every advantage of the instruction im , and its 
good effect will be py demonstrated in the increased 
efficiency of most of the batteries. ‘‘ One of the most im- 
portant duties of an artillery officer is the proper selection of 
good gunners. All instruction should always be with a view 
to effectiveness in actual service instead of ading on the 
street, and that it is worse than useless to have projectiles 
fired by men short-sighted, unable to read a hausse or prop- 
erly cut a fuze to a given range.” He then suggests a sys- 
tem of artillery marksmen to be selected as follows: ‘‘A 
theoretical examination, standing gun drill, setting fuzes, 
use of ammunition and stores ; pointing drill, as a sight 
test; small arms’ practice, with a view to selecting steady 
men as gunners ; actual gun practice, by those who have 
stood the previous tests. He further gests that if a 
second camp be instituted that a gua dstecionent be selected 
from each battery, and that the officers be compelled to 
attend, and strongly recommends that the batteries of the 
State be organized into a regiment of artillery. Some of 
the batteries might be wan ren sn or women A and those 
remaining in the regiment assigned to duty with brigades 
and divisions. A pro) officer should be placed “y com- 
mand of this provisional regiment—under pay—so that he 
could devote his whole time to raising the artillery to the 
state of efficiency at which it should be maintained. In con- 
clusion, the Colonel thanks the officers of the garrison of 
Fort Hamilton for their kindness, attention and great inter- 
est in the success of the camp, many of whom gave their 
spare time to the superintending of drills and the giving of 
lectures and recitations.

ANSWERS TO CORRESPONDENTS. 

W. E. G. asks as to the requirements, etc., for enlistment 
in the Signal Corps? _ ANswER.—Better write to Chief Signal 
Officer U. 8. a Washington, D. C., for printed pamphlet 
of instructions. It is not utterly impossible to effect a trans- 
fer from the line to the Signal Corps, but it is not often done, 

C, L. H., Crown Pornt, N. Y., writes: I have the follow- 
ing case to present to you: A Dill was Dae ape to the county 
of some two hundred and odd dollars for armorer’s hire, 
cleaning guns, armory and bayonets, making targets, clean- 
ing brasses and clothes. It is held that some of these charges 
are not legal charges against the county, particularly in the 
matter of cleaning guns. It appears that a large portion of 
this was for cleaning after target practice, the men firing by 
squads three or four nights a week. It is claimed that the 
State provides so much for target practice, and that there 
ean be no charge to county of armorer’s time in cleaning 
guns after such target practice. ANswer.—Section 124, 
Miltary Code 8. N. Y., provides for the appointment of 
armorers and specifying their duties, and section 125 provides 
for their payment always, provided the commanding officer 
certifies that the duty was actually performed, and was 
necessary. One of the duties of an armorer is to keep the 
rifles in order, no matter from what cause they become dirty. 
The charge is therefore a legal one, 

8.N. Y¥. writes : Ist. A regiment preparatory to drill was 
recently equalized by the adjutant into ten commands of ten 
files front. Is this right or allowable, and if so, how should 
‘fours left” or ‘left forward fours left” be executed ; and 
again, how should the line again be reformed? 2d. Should 
privates salute corporals or sergeants, and if so, how should 
the non-commissioned officer so saluted return same? 3d. 
Is ‘*left shoulder change arms” permissible, and do Tactics 
prescribe how if should be executed? 4th. While a first 
sergeant is forming a company, does not the third sergeant 
place himself on the right of the company? and if there are 
but two duty sergeants present, does the quartermaster- 
sergeant act jn place of third sergeant or not? ANswER.— 
1st. Companies should always have their fours complete in 
the front rank, as eight, twelve, sixteen, etc. Paragraph 
180, Tactics, explains the method of correctly forming a 
company. A front of ten, fourteen, eighteen, etc., is incor- 
rect. 2d. Par. 786, Tactics, says : e¢' Jourtesy among military 
men is indispensable to discipline.” Salutes between privates 
and non-commissioned officers would be guided by the 
occasion. See par, 791, 794, etc., Tactics. 3d. There is no 
such change in the ‘‘Manual;” it is incorrect. 4th. There 
is no provision for a change of position for third sergeant ; 
his place is opposite the second file from the right, unless 
he is the senior sergeant present. The comeney quarter- 
master-sergeant is an innovation on Tactics, and he can only 
be recognized as a staff sergeant. He should not act as a 
guide. 

J.¥F. asks the weight of the rifles ‘which the Berdan Sharp 
Shooters used during the late war? also the weight of the 
heaviest rifles used in the service? ANswer.—The Berdan 
rifles weighed from 12 to 25 lbs. The average weights of the 
Springfield rifles now in service (we presume the question so 
refers) is 8.38 lbs. without bayonet, 9.13 Ibs. with bayonet, 
according to Laidley. Ordnance Notes 115 of October 1, 
1879, gives the weight of the Spriugfield rifle as 9 Ibs. 2 oz. 

Junta asks: A goes on guard as officer of the day, the 
whole guard wearing overcoats; the next day B goes on, 
the new guard being in full dress. When the relief occurs 
shall A appear in overcoat or full dress, the old guard re- 
maining in overcoats as it mounted?

RUSSIA'S DESIGNS. 
Boston, Nov. 29, 1879. 


Few have any idea of the amount of work being 
planned or in process of construction in this country at 
the present time for the Government of R for her 
aggressive naval operations in event of a war with Great 
Britain, which seems imminent. There can be no ques- 
tion of the fact that it is the aim of Russia to destroy, 
as far as possible, the mercantile navy of her lif 

and bitter enemy, whose greatest element of strengt 
and prosperity in time of peace is her magnificent fleets 
of merchant vessels, but which in time of war may 
prove a very serious element of weakness, as it would 
require her whole armed navy to care for and protect 
them. Russia has a very insignificant mercantile navy 
compared to that of Great Britain, having only 156 sea- 
going steamers, aggregating 77,944 tons and 1,852 sail- 
+, vessels of 425,090 tons, while Great Britain has 
3,542 sea-going merchant steamers, aggregating 2,555, - 
575 tons, and 18,357 sea-going sailing eae agere- 
gating 5,584,128 tons. The merchants of Russia have 
contributed their money pretty freely to the Imperial 
Government with which to build fast cruisers to cap- 
ture a portion of this enormous fleet and turn it into 
prize money, and to augment her cruising navy and 
merchant marine. This glorious harvest of tonnage has 
been held out as an inducemeut to the merchants to con- 
tribute freely to the funds which built the Russian crui- 
sers at Philadelphia last summer, and for the purchase 
of several steamers in Europe. These cruisers are the 
nucleus af a grand scheme of governmental privateer- 
ing, for they really have been built by private funds, but 
are manned by imperial officers and crews; the prize 
money to be shared by the private subscribers. The 
American built steamers, with those purchased from 
the German Lines, will probably be sent to various sta- 
tions in the South Atlantic and Pacific oceans, and at a 
given signal will commence operations, seizing upon the 
best suited steamers of the enemy, which will be man- 
ned by prize crews, and mounting a gun or two trans- 
ferred from the captor, will hoist the ‘‘ blue barred” 
flag, and go their way also on a mission of warfare and 
destruction. The grain fleets of the Pacific, the wood- 
laden ships of Australia, and the valuable vessels cn the 
transatlantic trade, as well as the costly-laden ships from 
the East Indies, are looked upon to furnish a very rieh 
return for the subscriptions which have been and are 
now being collected in all parts of Russia. 

The torpedo system is also destined to play a very im- 
portant part in the proposed programme.

Already some of them have been sent out to the Pa- 
cific, both north and south, and even in China these 
little ‘‘ marine devils” can be found, awaiting the signal 
to work havoc among the enemy’s shipping. They can 
be used at sea with perfect safety. It is surm that 
each cruiser will be provided with from four to six of 
these ‘‘ devils” with which to supply her prizes. §8o it 
can readily be seen that in sixty days Russia could be 
working millions of mischief upon English merchant- 
men. It is a well known fact that Russian agents have 
full knowledge of the speed, capacity, and-qualities of 
every steamer—at all suited to their purpose—in this 
country, and > waar | the price at which each could be 
purchased if there be need of further increasing the 
number of cruisers, and in all probability their present 
owners would sell almost any of them to a cash cus- 
tomer without even asking for what purpose they were 
intended. There are other matters connected with Rus- 
sia’s preparations for a naval warfare, which is intended 
to be short, sharp, and decisive, so far as it is possible to 
do so, which for the present is left to circumstances 
which may transpire within the next few weeks, and, 
in the meantime, I must leave the subject just here, 
having shown the general outline of the present plans of 
operations.

Lrncotn to Hooker.—Some years ago we were 
shown the letter which follows, and which has re- 
mained unpublished until after Gen. Hooker’s death. 
It is among the records of the war now in the keeping 
of Col. Scott : 


EXEcuTIvVE Mansion, } 
Wasuineton, D. C., January 26, 1863. § 
Major-General Hooker : 

GENERAL : I have placed you at the head of the Army of the 
Potomac. Of course I have done this upon what appears to me to 
be sufficient reasons, and yet I think it best for you to know that 
there are some things in regard to which Iam not quite satisfied 
with you. I believe tony to be a brave and skilful soldier, which, 
of cours, I like. I also believe you do not mix politics with your 
profession, in which you are right. You have confidence in your- 
self, which is a valuable if not an indispensable quality. You are 





ambitious, which, within rearonable bounds, does good rather | 


than harm. But I think that during Genera! Burnside's command 
of the Army you have taken counsel of your ambition and thwarted 
him as much as you could, in which you did ‘a great wrong both to 
the country and a most meritorious and honorable brother officer. 
I have heard, in such a way as to believe it, of your recently say- 
ing that both the Army and the Goverament needed a dictator. 
Of course it was not for this, but in spite of 1.that I have given 
youa command, Only those generals who gain successes can set 
up as dictators. What I now ask of you is military success, and 
I will risk the dictatorship. The Government will support you to 
the utmost of its ability, which is neither more por less than it 
has done and will do for all commanders. I much fear the spirit 
you have aided to infuse into the Army, of criticising their com- 
mander and withholding confidence from him, will now turn upon 
you. I shall assist you as far asI can to put itdown. Neither 
you nor Napoleon, if he were alive again, could get any good out 
of an srmy while such a spirit prevails in it, And now, beware 
of rashness ! beware of rashness ! but with energy and sleepless 
vigilance go forward and give us victories, Yours ym ee

Tne Retirep List.—The Washington correspondent 
of the N. Y. World says: ‘‘ Very unfavorable com- 
ments are being made by officers of the Army on the 
policy of the Administration in filling the retired list of 
the Army with subordinate officers, instead of as was 
originally designed placing on the retired list officers of 
higher grade after long and faithful service, and who 
had attained an age which prevented their entering into 
civil pursuits. Instead of pursuing the course which it 
was expected and hoped forthe benefit of the Army they 
would pursue, this Administration has in the last year 
mainly retired officers of the lower grades on comyara- 
tively short service, whose ailments in very many in- 
stances were of a ge gee! character. Consequently 
the Army retired list of to-day largely consists of men 
who are in at least a fair condition of health, and who 
will remain for many years on the list at a high rate of 
pension. The result of this bad management is that it 
leaves at the head of regiments and in higher grades old 
and antiquated officers, and thus destroys the efficiency 
of regiments and corps in the Army. An impression 
exists that the Secretary of War was induced to pursue 





this course by those who were interested in keeping the 
retired list full, so that the President could not retire 
more than one at a time oo he was not likely to do), 
and to make the retired list of the Army so offensive by 
filling it with boys as to induce Congressional action, 
looking to the repeal of laws authorizing it. This sub- 
ject will be examined into by Congress during oT 
sent session, and it is believed a radical change be 
made in the matter of the retirements of Army officers. 
Promotion in the Army is blocked, for there exists but 
three vacancies in the retired list.”

the theory of musketry is found to be a ently diffi- 
cult thing to drive into the comprehensionof an ord 
English recruit from the agricultural districts, and any- 
one who has any experience of the kind will thoroughly 
sympathize with the difficulties experienced by an officer 
whose duty it is to explain it through translation in a 
foreign language to Sepeys fresh caught from a native 
village. Thus the action of gravity upon a bullet, is in 
the official Hindustani translation rendered eamin ke 
waen se, ‘by the weight of earth,” and this is probably 
the only way in which it could be put in language to be 
at all ‘‘ understanded of the people.” But when an en- 
thusiastic musketry instructor found the Sepoys ougsee 
ing that the bullet should be well cleaned with @ e 
in order to prevent any earth adhering to it and stopping 
its progress, he gave it up asa bad job, and boldly an- 
nounced that by order of the Commander in-Chief, the 
bullet rose 15 feet when a Snider rifle was fired at 500 
yards, and so on. This was at once accepted as com- 
pletely clearing away all difficulty, and that musketry 
instructor says now, that there is no difficulty in potting 
Sepoys to shoot fairly, and to understand the facts o' 
musketry when the theory is properly put before them.—
